catastrophe took place lust evening on tUo 
Lohigh Valley road, in wbicli tho latest 
reports say 80 parsons wore killed and 100 
woundod. Tho train •wrecked was return- 
ing from tho Father Mathew celebration 
ftt Ilazleton, Pa., with tho delegation from 
this place. Tho accident occurred near 
Peno Hru-ou. The fifth section ran rapid- 
ly around a curvo and telescoped tbo 
fourth section. 


For their regular traSc tho LoliiRh Val- 


ley Company uses their uo\v branch from 
White Hnven to Hnzlcton, but Alexander 
Mitchell, ol this city, tho division superin--1 
tendctit, was nfrnid to trust tho bridges 
on the new route with theso heavy trains 
oC human i'rcigbt and sent them around 
tho old route by Peun Haven Junction.

The Ui'bt train left Hn::IOton to rotuvn 


about 5 p. in., tho others following as fast 
as possible. Tho first throe sections pot 
through nil vight. but the fifth section-- 
crashed into Iho fourth, which lor somo 
unexplained rcuson was standing on tho 
track-. The report of the accident created 
tbo ••ildeit alarm and terror in this city, 
for tho fourth soctlon contained most of 
tho Wllkcsbarrcans who had (rtmo down. 
All tho cars were crowded. All physicians 
fromWVliito Haven and ncur-by points aro 
at the wreck, as aro also all Lohigh Valley 
oftlcials from this city. 


Tho only information is from passengers 


on the Central railroad trains, who report 
a horrible condition of affairs, tho groans

A seating ctt- 
ocity ol 5,000 had been provided for those 
vishlnp to witnosn tho pyrotecnlo dls- 
lay. At 8 o'clock when the flrst rocket 
vas fired the supports at the west end 
avo way and the entiro structure, 600 feet 
ong, wavered and foil to tho ground, car- 
ying with it Its mass of living freight, j 
'he'nlfrht was very dark, and through it i 
U arose the groans and cries of tho impris- , 
fled multitude. Thoso who had presence of 
mind at once set about extricating those 
.-ho wero secured by tho debris, and 
tretcbers wore procured as quickly as 
osslblo and tho wounded convoyed from 
10 sccno to tho adjacent houses, which 
'ere chanjed Into impromptu hospitals,

Aside from disturbances raisod by the 


hoodlum class on Clark, Sodgwick and 
Con tor streets yesterday tho strike on the 
North side was tamo. The riotous domon- 
btratious went no further than tho free use 
of billingsgate and tho placing of. cxaspcrat 
ng obstructions in. front of tho cars. Tho 
company took a defensive position. Ono 
of tho company's agents said that no at- 


nuo station and charged upon tho crowd. 
No opposition was offered the pollce'and 
tno crowd quickly dispersed. Tho police 
removed the timbers whicli extended 
across the roadways on cither side of the 
tracks, but the obstructions on the tracks 
wero left as placed by lho crowd.
